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The Pope, the Pope, the Pope! alas 

for the Pope ! Say all the People 

that wifh well to his. Holynefs 
what will the Holy Father do, if he talls in- 
to the Clutches of thefe Uncircumcis’d Ger- 
mans? ’Tis well they are noc Proteftants, 
for it feems they begin already to huff the 
wld Gentleman, and have made no Conlci- 
ence uf breaking the Conditions they made 
with hime before ; and had they been Here- 
ticks, it would certainly have been laid at 
the Door of their Religion———=And much 
room there had been to have fet all the Cae 
tholicks in that Part of the World a praying 
againft the Unfanétify’d Oppreffors. 

But ’cis a fad Story now, that even their 
own Catholick Neighbours thould ufe their 
Sovercign Pontiff in fuch a manner, aod 
that without regard to St. Peter, or all the 
Authority of an immediate Succeffion from 


him, they fhould carry it fo hardly with 
his Holynefs, that he fhuuld spe ge to 
have recourfe to the Temporal Sword, and 
call in his Forces into the City, wall up the 
Gates, fortifie Se. Angelo, and lay up Pro- 
vifions. 

I could divert you here with fome En- 
quiries into Pontifical Power, and obferve 
how the Thunders of the Vatican, which fo 
often have hambled, even che Predeceffors 
of his /mperia Meifty, and brought the 
Jowly Emperor to lay his Neck under the 


Feet of the Pope; have now loft -all their 


Terrors, and the Fulminationsof the Can- 


non and -Mufquet muft be apply’d to now, 


if there be any occafion for his Holynefs to 
reduce the Kings of the Barth, for that 
they are no more to be terrify’d wich the 
white -Powder of Curfes and Excommuni- 


Cations. 
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But let this pals for the prefent 5 the 

(Uh is, the Jmperia] Court has a long time 

odin need of thefe Arguments at Rome, 
40d therefore } muft own, had not the 
Prefling Exigence of the Affairs of Spain 
aNd the Rbine, call’d for the Troops to more 
immediately neceflary Service, there was 
more occafion for this March of the /mperia- 
Jifts to Tray, than every body will perhaps al- 
low. 

Nor is the Ringdom of Naples the meer 
defign of this Voyage, as I believe will ap- 
pear— The management of the Caurt of 
Rome has really wanted this kind of Treat- 
ment tor fome Years, and the Idvefiture of 
Naples may now be had, perhaps at a fhogt 
warning, and the Pope go without the white 
Nag, which us’d to be the Badge of the Ho- 
mage of that Country tothe Pontiff. 

Well, if his Holynefs lofes nothing but 
the Horfe Ly the bargain, he will come off 
very cheap ; but I tear the German humour. 
of railing the Gelt, will not let them pafs 
thro’ the Rcclefiftical Territories, without 
taking Toft of St, Peter—And if our Lady 
of Loretto pafies free without any Civil De- 
predation upon her immenfe Treafure, fhe 
wil] have better luck thaa honefter People 
have had inlike Cafes; perhaps they may 
treat her civilly, and take a Bribe, or con- 
tent themfelyes wich a $umof Money, aud 
not prophane her Sana Caja, the holy 
Casket ef Miraculous Idolatry; but 1 muft 
own Iam miftaken in the Germans, if they 
do not make fome pretence by way ot Loan 
or Gift, dr fome other lefs convenient Me- 
thod, to féel the Effet of her Ladythip’s 
Bounty. 

Asfor his Holynefs, ’cis confefs’d he has 
all along. puzzi’d the Caufe in this Matter 
af Naples, and upon all other occafions has 
fhown too much partiality. for the French, 
not to letthé World fee which way he kept 
his Eye, and what heaim’d at she hasamns’d 
both, {poke fair to both, and not a little de- 
ceiv’d both, and ic was really time for the 
Emperor to put att End to this Ectleffaftical 
Jugg'ing, which I fuppofe he will now do in 
an effeétual manner —And if I miftake not 
the Temper of the Germans, we fhail find 
they will bardly content themfelves now 
with a bare declaring himfelf in their favour, 


but will pofitively demand what they only 
Solicited for before, and inthis the Pope will 
But be rightly ferv’d ; for as a Temporal 
Prince he has aéted moft unaccountably wich 
the Emperor, and has neither obfery’d a 
Neutrality, nor yet declar'd either on one 
fide or the other. 

Nor can the Germans eafily forget the 
partiality of the Pope, when they were re- 
quc’d to the laft extremity on the Fror.tiers 
of Ferara; when his Holynef affifted the 
French to furround the /mperialifts, by ad- 
mitting them into his Yowns, and giving 
them poffeffion of their Paffes, after they 
had deny’d them to the Germans; by which 
means they were oblig’d to quit thrir Foot. 
ing in /saly, amd retreat to the Borders ot 
Trent, and almoft to retire behind the Mour- 
tains. 

In this Affair the Pope was very far from 
aéting fairly withthe Germans, but play’d 
them atrue Jealian Trick~ And if they do 
not pay him home for itnow, 1 am miftaken 
—Afid let who will picy them. 

As to the March to Naples, the Imperial 
Army goes on flowly, but that not as if it 
were with Cautiou or fear of being Defcat- 
ed, butasto a certain Conqueft, as to re- 
ceive not to Conquer 4 they go with fuch 
an affurance of the poffeffion cf that King- 
dom, as if it was their own; and this I be- 
lieve gave Birth to fome Speculations in the 
World, ‘Importing that in the Treaty for 
the French quittiog Lombardy, they had Ca- 
pitulated for quitting Naples with it. 

But I cannot but fay, the Defign upon 
Thoulon feems to me to be the only thing that 
will make the Conqueft of Naples eafy to the 
Germans, for certainly had the French been 
able to have fent 8000 Men tothe Affiftance 
of the Viceroy of Naples, he would find 
the Germans work enough in that Country, 
and perhaps make them (end back for a Re- 
inforcement. | 

But they go on fecure of this, and there- 
fore we fee they leave the Matter, not asa 
thing info muchhaft, but that it may give 
way toa Defign of as much Confequence, 
viz. their making a Market of the Pope as 
they go; what Terms they demand of the 
Pope, and what abatements his Holynefs will 
obtain, Time will difcover—But this is cer- 
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tain, that his Holynefs, being abandon’d of 
his. Powerful Ally, the French King, muft 
comply with whatever they infift upon; all 
his Weapons now are only Prayers and 
Tears, I mean Submiffions and Expoftula- 
tions § and what Influerce thefe wil! have 
upon the Trempet and the Kettle Drum, I 
cannot determine., 

We are aflur’d already, that the.Germans 
are.as it may be faid, aétuaky in Poffefion 
of his Holynefs, nay, fome of their Troops. 
have been within the Walls of Rome, under 
a pretence of a Guard to Count 7aun, and 
all the Pope’s Power dares not refule it— 
Andina this pofture, what can the Pope de- 
ny that they pleafe to ask of him; whether 
it be Arms, Ammunition, Towns for Pla- 
ces of Arms, Provificns, or Money, they 
muft have its nay, if they fhould demand 
of the Pope to banifh all the French Emiffa- 
ries out of Rome, or deliver them up to 
them, and then to declare Ecclefiafiical War 
againft histwo Eldeft Sons, their moft Ca- 
tholick and Chriftian Kings, he moft obey. 

And when this is confider’d, no body can 
blame the French Cardinal, and the Am- 
bafladors of Spain and France for hiring Sol- 
diers, and fortifying their Pallaces 5 indeed, 
J fhould rather expe& to hear they were 
ail rua out of the City, and bad taken 
Sanétuary in the Duke of 7ufcany, or the 
Pope’s Galleys, in order to fecure themfelves. 

’*Tisa wonderful thing to Refle@ upon 
the Folly of the Times, ard the ridiculous 
Conduét of the Princes of this Age : how 
the Popes Court has always been the Thea- 
tre; where the feveral Princes of Europe 
have A&ed their State-Comedies 3; and here 
they-have their Mountebank Minuifters Re- 
fident, whoas they cali,it, manage the Af- 
fairs of their refpeét{ve Countries—And upon 
the Death or removal of fuch or fuch an. Am- 
baffador, we have it often faid, fuch a Cardi- 
nal, or {uch a Count, is left to take care of 
the Affairsof France, or Spain, or the Em- 
peror. . 

And what are thefe weighty Affairs ?Truly 
very odd ones ; fometimes fuch, as fetting 
up the Arms of their Mafters over their 
Door, getting the ineftimable Privi of 
their Coaches going before or behi fie one 
another in a Cavalcade, or the Sacred and 
moft Valuable Authority of proteéing a 
Bankrupt ox an Affaffin witbin their Pallaces, 


and maintaining the Infolent Behaviour of 
their Servants, in affronting, and fome: 
times knocking on the Head the Officers of 
Juftice, in purfuing Debrors or Criminals too 
near their Sacred Howes, 

Next to thefe mighty Affairs, comes the 
Chuich Affairs 3 and here the Princes ofthe 
WorldTax theirClerzy,and then ask the Pope 
leave for it; appoint Bifhops, and thea moft 
Humbly befeech the Pore to make them 
fight for Kingdoms; and when they have 
gotten them by the Sword, then moft: O- 
bediently feek the Invefticure of them of 
his Holynefs. 

Sucn fandiifi'd Legerdemain as: this, is 
the fupport of the very Being and Nature 
of the Court of Rome —And yet wealways 
find, thatafcer all the Courting and Intri- 
guing at Rome by the feveral Princes, to ob- 
tain chisor that thing ; the Pope never fails 
to grant itto him, whofoever is in a Con- 
dition to take ic without his Leave ; nor 
is it often that acy Prince, making an hum- 
ble Requeft for any thing of the Pore, re- 
cedes from it upon the Pope's Refufaly a late 
famous Inftance of which we have in the 
Duke of Savoy. 

Then we have thé profound ard _moft 
fublime Art of Intriguing, in the Grand 
Affair, of making Cardinals, and choofiag 
Popes and in all thefe there is fo much 
Trick, Softning, Sweetning, Bribjng, Ca- 
bailing, and all manner of Court Cunning, 
that the whole Court of Rome isa meer Bar- 
tholomew Fair. 

I have nothing to fay bere to their Spiri- 
tual Fopperies, “tis plain to me-all the Sam- 
ion they now have left them, is juft as 
much as the Policies of Princes in oppofition, 
to one another pleafe to fuffer; and that 
whenever they pleafe, it is nothing to them 
to Infult the Holy Father himfelf, and tread 
under Foot ail that Reverence, which at a- 
nother time they fubmit to. 

And this is partof the Farce that is how 
Aéting by the Germans, in which I believe 
we fhouid all look on with fatisfaétion ¢- 
nough, if we were not with regret feeing 
the Emperor playing this {mall Game, at the 
Expence almoft of his Jmperial Dignity, and 
the Profperrty of all his Allits, who even 
by this piece of particular Condua, are re- 
duc’d toa neceffity of ftanding ftill to look on 
upon oneAGtion,and cannotAct as they pairs 
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do with Succefs in other Places 5 thisone Ar- 
ticle having open’d a Door of fo many Ad- 
vantages to the French, thatif Prince Eu 
eeme of Savoy, does not ftrike fome fatal 
Blow to the French, give them fome Coup 
d’ Efclat on the fide of Provence, they are 
ina tair way to make a better Campaign than 
even themfelves could have the leaft Reafon 
to expeét, I amfure a much better than the 
Face of Affairs at the Erd of the laft Cam- 
paigo promis’d us. 

In the mean time, the Pore is really un- 
der fome Spiritual Exercife, and J think they 
may very well fay there with the Silver- 
fmiths of Ephefus ; Thys, our Craft sin Dane 
ger; for really thefe Occafional Infults of 
the Holy Sce, by the Temporal Sword, have 
been the true Original Caufe of tne De- 
cay of the Spiritual Authority and Influence 
of the Fontiff upon the Kingdoms of the 
World. 

Every Infult a provok’d Prince has offer’d 
the Ecclefiaflical Dignity, has but ferv’d to 
point out toother Princes the proper Me- 
thod to be taken with them——And to (hew 
the little fignification of the Church Power, 
when the C'vil Authority of Government 
comes in Competition. 

The Emperor theretore is but really play- 
ing the Proteftant in this 5 and no doubt 
would an Interdit in this Cafe be of any 
ufe to his Holynefs, he would Fulminate 
them to the laf degree, till they would all 
ftink of Beimftone like Mount Strombolo— 
But that Thunder has fo often been found to 
carry no Bolt init, that the very /talians 
themfelves have learnt to contemn it. 

Well, let chem go on—And let them pull 
down the Authority of a Court, which fub- 
fifts only by the Miftakes and Follies of the 
Times—Were not, I fay, the whole Capfe 
of Europe depending upon it, no body would 
be under.che leaft concern for this whole /ta- 
lian Expedition, and his Holynefs and the 
German might be left to make their own Bar- 
gains as they thought fic, and Trick that 
Trick can. 

This only T muftfay, the Jmperislifts had 
beft nvake al] the Expeditiun in this Neapo- 
litan Voyage they can; for as the Clouds 
are Collecting on every fide of the Empire, 
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I am very much miftaken, if in a few Days 
his Jmperial Majefty does not find other and 
more neceflary Employ for 14000 of his 
beft Troops, than to Conquer Kingdoms— 
And perhaps may fend in more haft for them 
home, thanthey made our— To defend his 
Imeprial Perfon within the Walls of Vienna; 
of which more hereafter.
